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GIRLFRIEND’S INFANTDAUGHTER 

Local Man Faces 
Murder Charge 


A Dawson Springs man 
is being held in the Hopkins 
County Detention Center on 
a $250,000 cash bail bond af¬ 
ter being charged with mur¬ 
der in the death of his girl¬ 
friend’s infant daughter. 

Joshua L. Peters, 21, took 
the unresponsive child to the 
clinic in Dawson Springs in 
November, claiming her in¬ 
juries were the result of a 
fall with the baby. Detectives 
were called to the clinic, and 


Kentucky State Police began 
an investigation into allega¬ 
tions that the child had suf¬ 
fered shaken baby syndrome. 

Peters was initially 
charged with first-degree 
assault, but the charge was 
amended to murder after the 
infant died. 

The case will be reviewed 
Jan. 22 by a Hopkins County 
grand jury. If Peters is con¬ 
victed, he could face a prison 
sentence of 20 years to life.

Santa And Claus 
Need To Search 


Kentuckians who are a 
“Santa” or a “Claus” with 
some “Holly” or a “Wreath” 
in their names or an “Elf” 
or a “Merry” with “Sleighs” 
and “Deer,” may find some 
unclaimed property is be¬ 
ing held for them at the Ken¬ 
tucky State Treasury 

In fact, the Kentucky Trea¬ 
sury’s unclaimed property 
database contains 253 prop¬ 
erties with the name Santa 
attached, 96 with Claus, 154 
Hollys two Wreaths, 87 with 
the name Elf, 83 Merrys, 
eight Sleighs and 323 with 
the name Deer. 

Each year, the Kentucky 
Treasury returns millions of 


dollars in unclaimed property 
to Kentucky residents. Todd 
Hollenbach, Kentucky treasur¬ 
er, has set a goal of returning 
$120-million before the end of 
2015. Since 2008, under the pro¬ 
active leadership of his Trea¬ 
sure Finders program, the 
treasurer has returned a re¬ 
cord $115 million in unclaimed 
property to Kentuckians. 

Searching for unclaimed 
property is as simple as the 
click of a mouse. A search 
can be initiated by visiting 
missingmoney.com and en¬ 
tering one’s state and name.

Amended Budget Approved

ed budget ordinance after a 
second reading was heard at 
a special called meeting Dec.

The change, under 
Intergovernmental Reve¬ 
nue, was made because pav¬ 
ing was not completed in a 


timely manner. However, the 
funds have since been dis¬ 
tributed. 

The council also approved 
a municipal order appoint¬ 
ing Chris Smiley to the Rose- 
dale Cemetery Board. He 
will replace Don Inglis who 
submitted a letter of resig¬ 
nation on Dec. 16. Smiley 
will complete Inglis’ six-year 
term of office which expires 
June 30, 2019.

Parkway Contract Is Awarded 


A contract was awarded for 
more of the improvements 
needed for bringing the Julian 
M. Carroll Purchase Parkway 
up to interstate highway stan¬ 
dards and eventual designa¬ 
tion as Interstate 69, Gov. Steve 
Beshear has announced. 

The project involves recon¬ 
struction of the interchange 
at Ky. 348, starting at mile 
point 42.1 to Exit 43 at Benton, 
a distance of about one mile. 
The existing cloverleaf inter¬ 
change will be converted to a 
diamond interchange to ac¬ 
commodate traffic moving at 
modern highway speeds. Jim 
Smith Contracting Co. was 
awarded the contract on a low 


bid of $8.15 million. The proj¬ 
ect has a completion date of 
June 30, 2016. 

“This is an important step 
toward our goal of completing 
the 1-69 corridor and the sec¬ 
ond in Marshall County, the 
other being for reconstruction 
of 30 miles of the Purchase 
Parkway 

The other two contracts 
were for work on the Brea- 
thitt-Pennyrile Parkway — 
improvement of a 36.4-mile 
stretch in Hopkins, Webster 
and Henderson counties — 
and reconstruction of the 
parkway’s interchange with 
Ky. 56 near Sebree in Webster 
County. 


Once complete, 1-69 in Ken¬ 
tucky will run north to south 
from the Ohio River at Hender¬ 
son to the Tennessee border at 
Fulton. Completion of the cor¬ 
ridor requires improvements 
to portions of three Kentucky 
parkways, all of which origi¬ 
nally were toll roads, the Brea- 
thitt-Pennyrile, Ford-Western 
Kentucky and Carroll-Pur- 
chase parkways. 

To date, 55 miles of the cor¬ 
ridor are complete — from 
roughly Nortonville to the in¬ 
terchange of 1-24 and the Car- 
roll-Purchase Parkway near 
Gilbertsville — and bear the

A new public-private part¬ 
nership will develop a robust, 
reliable, fiber “backbone” 
infrastructure to bring high¬ 
speed Internet connectivity 
to every corner of Kentucky 
— with the critical first com¬ 
ponents scheduled to be opera¬ 
tional in less than two years. 

Gov. Steve Beshear and U.S. 
Rep. Hal Rogers announced 
the partnership with Macqua¬ 
rie Capital Dec. 23. 

This infrastructure project 
is unlike any other seen in 
Kentucky in the last 50 years. 
Broadband, now considered 
an essential utility service, 
will improve Kentucky’s dis¬ 
mal connectivity and slow 
speeds to some of the fast¬ 
est and highest capacity ser¬ 


vice in the U.S. — all with the 
potential to lower consumer 
costs and improve coverage as 
well. 

Just as important, this proj¬ 


ect will be paid for up front by 
leveraging private capital at 
no additional cost to Kentucky 
taxpayers. 

The first stage of the project 


is to build the main broadband 
fiber lines across the state. 
These major fiber lines are 
called the “middle mile.” The 
“open access” network will 
allow the private sector to use 
the fiber to deliver services 
into communities. Once com¬ 
plete, other Internet service 
provider companies, cities, 
partnerships, or other groups 
may then tap into those “mid¬ 
dle mile” lines to complete the 
“last mile” — the lines that 
run to individual homes or 
businesses. 

Where already in place, the 
project will take advantage of 
existing infrastructure, thus 
partnering with local tele¬ 
communications companies, 
municipalities and major car¬ 


riers to deliver the network 
more quickly and reduce con¬ 
struction costs. 

Improved cell phone cov¬ 
erage is anticipated as part 
of the initiative. Cell phone 
companies may choose to 
use the state’s “middle-mile” 
fiber network to add capacity 
and broaden coverage areas 
throughout the state that have 
traditionally had poor cell 
phone reception. 

When completed, the more 
than 3,000 miles of fiber will 
be in place across the state. 
This “middle-mile” fiber infra¬ 
structure is key to reaching 
much of Kentucky’s large 
rural population.

Daymar College Campus 
To Phase Out In Paducah

After much thought 
and deliberation, Day- 
mar College leaders have 
decided to “teach-out” 
their Paducah campus. 

As they told their 
Paducah faculty, staff 
and students Dec. 10, this 
means the Paducah cam¬ 
pus is no longer accept¬ 
ing new students, but 
will work to ensure cur¬ 
rent students are able to 
finish their programs. 
Paducah campus Presi¬ 
dent Greg Webb and Day- 
mar College Group’s new 
chancellor, Dan Peterson, 
assured students they 
are committed to the ful¬ 
fillment of their educa¬ 
tion and will be available 
to offer guidance. 

A teach-out plan, 
as defined by the U.S. 
Department of Educa¬ 
tion, is one designed to 
meet the needs of its stu¬ 
dents if it closes before 
all have completed their 
programs of study. Webb 
said their last students 
are expected to graduate 
by December 2015. 

This news comes after 
enrollment and staffing 
for the Paducah cam¬ 
pus continued to decline 
after hitting a five-year 
low in 2013. According 
to Daymar’s most recent 
Campus Accountabil¬ 
ity Report made public, 
enrollment and staffing 
peaked in 2011 at 585 


and 30, respectively. By 
2013, those numbers had 
dropped to 216 and 18. 
School officials declined 
to give enrollment and 
staffing numbers for 
2014 but confirmed they 
were below the 2013 
numbers. 

In June, college offi¬ 
cials attributed this drop 
in enrollment more to 
the economy than other 
problems facing the 
Owensboro-based, for- 
profit system, including 
a pending lawsuit filed 
by Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway. 


The Kentucky Public 
Service Commission ap¬ 
proved the request by 
Louisville Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Company and Ken¬ 
tucky Utilities Company 
to construct what will be 
the state’s largest solar 
photovoltaic facility at 
E.W. Brown Generation 
Station in Mercer County. 

“This is a good example 
of how LG&E and KU, the 
Sierra Club and our in¬ 
dustrial partners worked 
together for a mutually 
beneficial solution for Ken¬ 
tucky” said Paul Thomp¬ 
son, LG&E and KU chief 
operating officer “While 
Kentucky is not blessed 
with an abundance of 
wind and solar energy the 
approval gives us the op¬ 
portunity to learn more 
about solar technology By 
utilizing our existing prop¬ 
erty and taking advantage 
of tax incentives, we can 
offer our customers an¬ 
other source of genera¬ 
tion similar to our existing 
hydro plants.” 

KU and LG&E original¬ 
ly had sought approval to 
construct both the solar 
array and a 670-MW natu¬ 
ral gas-fired power plant 
to be built in Muhlenberg 
County. The latter project 
was canceled after nine 
municipalities that pur¬ 
chase wholesale power 
from KU decided to allow 
their contracts to expire 
over the next five years, 
reducing the utility’s load 
by about 325 MW. 

Although the loss of 
the municipal custom¬ 
ers made the gas-fired 
power plant unnecessary, 


KU and LG&E stated that 
some new generating ca¬ 
pacity would be needed 
to maintain adequate re¬ 
serves. The solar plant 
would meet that need 
while providing insur¬ 
ance against both poten¬ 
tial increases in the cost 
of fossil fuels and future 
constraints on carbon di¬ 
oxide, the utilities said. 

The $38 million cost 
of the solar array will 
have a “relatively minor” 
impact on rates, the PSC 
said. The relatively high¬ 
er initial investment re¬ 
quired for the solar pow¬ 
er project will be partly 
offset by tax credits and 
other factors. 

The PSC agreed with 
KU and LG&E that add¬ 
ing solar powered capac¬ 
ity now will help prepare 
for any future require¬ 
ments to reduce C02 
emissions produced by 
burning fossil fuels and 
“has the ability to reduce 
potential future C02 
compliance costs.” 

The solar array will be 
built on a 153-acre parcel 
owned by KU just south 
of the E.W. Brown power 
plant. The array will con¬ 
sist of about 260 solar 
panels and associated 
transformers, switches 
and other equipment. 

KU will own 61 percent 
of the solar array and 
LG&E the remaining 39 
percent — a split based 
upon the relative load of 
the two utilities during 
daylight hours. The E.W. 
Brown plant also has 
coal-fired and gas-fired 
units owned by KU.

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Wildlife Officer Shoots Mountain Lion In Bourbon Co.

A mountain lion 
killed in Bourbon Coun¬ 
ty recently was a young, 
healthy-looking male 
that weighed 125 pounds, 
according to preliminary 
results from a Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources examina¬ 
tion. 

If it can be proved that 
he was a wild, free-rang¬ 
ing animal, it apparently 
would be the first such 
confirmed mountain lion 
in Kentucky since before 
the Civil War, said Mark 
Marraccini, the depart¬ 
ment’s public relations 
officer. 

“But that is a pretty 
big ‘if,’” he said. “They 
took some measure¬ 
ments today, but that’s 
certainly not enough to 
go on without looking at 
everything in total.” 

Marraccini said Fish 
and Wildlife biologists 
and veterinarians per¬ 
formed a necropsy — 
essentially an animal 
autopsy — on the cat 
afternoon in Frankfort. 


“It seemed to be in 
very healthy condition, 
and they determined 
pretty quickly that it 
didn’t look like it had 
traveled long distances 
on foot,” he said. 

Marraccini said that 
under Kentucky law, it is 
illegal for anyone except 
zoos and related educa¬ 
tional facilities to keep 
a mountain lion captive. 

Time and testing will 
help determine whether 
the lion was a wild ani¬ 
mal or one that had been 
in captivity and escaped. 

Marraccini declined 
to speculate. “The sci¬ 
ence will tell us that,” 
he said. 

Among other studies, 
investigators will exam¬ 
ine the contents of the 
cat’s stomach, which 
should indicate what 
kind of food it had been 
eating, Marraccini said. 

Investigators also will 
take DNA samples and 
send them to be analyzed 
at labs that have data¬ 
bases of genetic infor¬ 
mation on file from other 
mountain lions. 

“That could tell us a 
lot more about its ori¬ 


gins,” Marraccini said. 

A state wildlife officer 
shot the mountain lion 
Dec. 15 on Redmon Road 
in northern Bourbon 
County, after a property 
owner called Fish and 
Wildlife and reported 
seeing a big cat. 

Marraccini said that 
the mountain lion was 
the first one that state 
officers have ever shot. 

“I think there was 
one back, perhaps in the 
1990s, that was killed in 
a traffic accident,” Mar¬ 
raccini said. “In that 
case, it was determined 
pretty quickly that it 
was a lion someone had 
brought in.” 

The department has 
been asked why the lion 
was shot. 

“It was in a fairly pop¬ 
ulated area; there were 
houses nearby,” Marrac¬ 
cini said. “It was 5:30 and 
getting on toward night. 
It was a free-ranging 
lion, and so it became a 
public-safety issue.” 

Some people have 
asked why the lion was 
not “darted,” instead of 
shot. 

“Darting really was 


not an option,” he said. 
“Darting an animal has 
to be a pretty planned- 
out process. Number 
one, you have to have 
people who can use dart 
guns. 

“Dart guns aren’t 
nearly as accurate as 
regular firearms. Also, 
darts don’t always work 
the way people think 
they do, as in movies. 
There is a whole lot of 
planning that has to go 
into it. When you have 
an officer responding to 
a call like this one, they 
have to go with what 
they have in the truck.” 

If the lion had been 
successfully darted, he 
said, officials would have 
been left with the ques¬ 
tion of what to do with 
the large, powerful ani¬ 
mal when it woke up. 

“At 5:30, with darkness 
coming on, and you have 
a mountain lion in front 
of you that could escape 
into the darkness at any 
minute, you have to han¬ 
dle the situation. They 
did the right thing.” 

Steven Taylor, assis¬ 
tant director of conser¬ 
vation, education and 


collection at the Louis¬ 
ville Zoo, said mountain 
lions have been known 
to attack people, and 
one that had been treed 
would be particularly 
“anxious.” 

“What are you going 
to do if the animal jumps 
down?” he said. “They 
can be a very danger¬ 
ous cat, especially in an 
urban area.” 

Mountain lions were 
once native to Kentucky, 
but they disappeared in 
the late 1700s. As more 


people moved in, preda¬ 
tors began to disappear. 

Today, their range 
includes only the 12 
westernmost states and 
Florida, according to the 
National Park Service. 

Mountain lions are 
known by several other 
names, including cougar, 
puma and panther, the 
park service said. 

They typically range 
from 75 to 175 pounds 
and eat wildlife as large 
as deer and elk.

Tips For Diabetics For 
Holiday Party Eating 


Most people are not 
affected by occasional 
overindulging at holiday 
parties, but diabetics 
can get in serious health 
trouble if they aren’t 
careful. 

“If you are someone 
who is not in good control 
of your diabetes through¬ 
out the year, the holiday 
season can really make 
your situation worse,” 
Laila Tabatabai, an endo¬ 
crinologist with Houston 
Methodist Hospital, says 
in a news release from 
the hospital. “If you are 
not mindful, eating foods 
with too many carbohy¬ 
drates or sugars can send 
your blood sugar levels 
into a dangerously high 
range.” 

An abundance of high- 
fat, high-carbohydrate 
foods, parties with alco¬ 
hol, desserts, food gifts 
and a change in routine 
that often doesn’t allow 
time for exercise during 
the holiday season are 
some of the challenges 
that make it difficult for 
diabetics to maintain 
healthy blood sugar lev¬ 
els during the holidays. 

The diabetes educa¬ 
tors offer some tips on 
how to plan for these 
challenges: 

—Make a healthy 
eating contract before 
attending a big meal, 
write down some goals 
and stick to them. 

—Plan your plate: fill 
half of your plate with 
veggies, one-quarter 
with carbs (whole grain 
if possible), and one 
quarter with lean meat 

—Avoid dark meat and 
remove any skin from 
your meat before eating 

—Avoid gravy, and 
if you must have it, use 
only a little. 

—Check with your 
doctor to make sure it 
is safe for you to have 
alcohol as it can interfere 
with some medications, 
including insulin. Spar¬ 
kling water with a lime 


twist is a nice alterna¬ 
tive. 

—If alcohol is allowed, 
limit your intake. Have 
one glass of wine per 
party and skip the mixed 
drinks, which have more 
carbs. Or have a spritzer, 
half sparkling water and 
half wine. If drinking 
alcohol, make sure you 
eat, to avoid low blood 
sugar. 

—Stay active during 
the holidays. Involve the 
family in activities that 
get everyone up and mov¬ 
ing; volunteer or sign up 
for a holiday run or walk. 

—Minimize stress. 
Make time to unwind 
and relax. 

Tabatabai also suggest¬ 
ed to be selective in the 
foods you choose to eat, 
only eating the special 
holiday dishes instead 
of everything; to bring 
a healthy dish that you 
enjoy; to avoid “white” 
carbohydrates such as 
potatoes; to limit portion 
sizes and to make sure 
family and friends are 
aware of your diabetes so 
that they can accommo¬ 
date your food choices. 

“Planning ahead and 
being smart with your 
choices will give you the 
chance to eat the foods 
you want while main¬ 
taining healthy glucose 
levels,” Tabatabai said in 
the release. 

The AADE also offers 
these tips on traveling 
with diabetes: 

• Bring extra medica¬ 
tion and supplies if you 
are traveling. 

• Pack two weeks 
worth of medication and 
supplies for one week of 
travel in case of travel 
delays or lost supplies. 
Make sure you include 
insulin, syringes, testing 
strips, insulin pump sup¬ 
plies, a first-aid kit, glu¬ 
cagon emergency kit, etc. 

• If you are traveling 
by air, keep your medica¬ 
tions and supplies with 
you at all times.

With family it's a wonderful life

Christmas celebrates a miracle. 

It’s not just “Jesus’ birthday” 
And it’s not just that Mary gave 
birth to the baby Jesus when she 
was still a virgin (although Chris¬ 
tians believe that she was, and 
that the birth was miraculous). 

The greater miracle is known to 
theologians as “the incarnation”— 
that in the conception and birth of 
Jesus, God himself became a flesh- 
and-blood human being. 

Hollywood has depicted a link 
between Christmas and miracles— 
with varying levels of theological 
correctness. One beloved classic 
film is Miracle on 34th Street—but 
the “miracle” there is an encoun¬ 
ter with the real Santa Claus. 

Another is It’s a Wonderful Life, 
the 1946 Frank Capra film. In it, 
the miracle is the intervention 
of a “second-class” angel named 
Clarence to stop James Stewart’s 
character, George Bailey, from 
committing suicide on Christmas 
Eve. The Christian film website 
MovieGuide has faulted It’s a 
Wonderful Life for “false angelol- 
ogy.” Nevertheless, if we accept it 
as a work of fantasy and not theol¬ 
ogy, its message is heartwarming 
and timeless. 

I recently had the privilege of 
performing in a stage musical ver¬ 
sion of It’s a Wonderful Life at my 
church. For those who have never 
seen the film (I have met a few!), it 
tells the story of George Bailey, a 
man from a small town in upstate 
New York whose loftiest plans and 
ambitions have all been thwarted 
by various circumstances. Never¬ 
theless, he is a hero to the towns¬ 
people and to his loving family. 

When he faces a crisis, the angel 
Clarence miraculously appears 
and persuades him of the value 
of his life by miraculously show¬ 


ing him an alternate reality—the 
dismal state of the town and his 
loved ones if he, George Bailey, 
had never been born. 

Most people see It’s a Wonderful 
Life once a year around Christ¬ 
mas. Between dress rehearsals 
and performances, I (playing Clar¬ 
ence) got to see the entire story 
of George Bailey unfold before 
my eyes six times in seven days. 
In a song, Clarence explains to 
George that “this is Christmas 
Eve/the perfect time to trust God 
and believe/in angels and mira¬ 
cles and love that never dies.” 

It’s a Wonderful Life certain¬ 
ly promotes “family values”— 
George and Mary make “the per¬ 
fect couple” (in Clarence’s eyes) 
as husband and wife along with a 
quiver full of children. However, 
for the most part I considered play¬ 
ing the part of the white-hatted, 
miracle-working angel Clarence 
to be an escape from, not a comple¬ 
ment to, my work as a marriage 
and family public policy analyst at 
the Family Research Council. 

Imagine my surprise, then, 
when I was reading the journal 
The Family in America, and came 
across this headline: “Miracle- 
Working Angels vs. Divorce-Deal¬ 
ing Lawyers.” 

The piece summarized an aca¬ 
demic study by Williams College 
sociologist Nicolette D. Manglos, 
published in the journal Sociol¬ 
ogy of Religion in 2013. The study 
reportedly found that “adolescents 
and young adults from intact fami¬ 
lies are significantly more likely 
to report that God is working mir¬ 
acles in their lives.” 

We have long known from the 
social science research that chil¬ 
dren raised in an intact family 
(that is, by their own biological 
mother and father who are com¬ 
mitted to one another in a life-long 


marriage) have better physical 
and mental health and economic 
security, on average, than chil¬ 
dren in other family or household 
structures. But—more miracles? 

Could this perception simply be 
because people from intact fami¬ 
lies have easier lives, and interpret 
that as God’s blessing? Not real¬ 
ly—Manglos explains that “young 
people who experience stress from 
traumas are more likely to report 
miracles” (such as “healings or 
similar interventions”). 

“Stress from family breakups, 
however, is negatively correlated 
with miracles,” she reports. 

Let me offer a theory as to why 
this might be true. In the movies, 
miracles often occur as a way of 
drawing unbelievers to faith. In 
real life and in the Bible, however, 
miracles often occur in response 
to faith (think of the bleeding 
woman who sought and obtained 
healing by touching the hem of 
Jesus’ cloak in Mark 5:25-34). 

If the earthly mother and father 
who created us show that they can 
be trusted to stay together and raise 
us, it becomes easier to trust the 
Heavenly Father who created us, 
too. On the other hand, if our moth¬ 
er and father reject each other, it 
becomes easier for us to abandon 
faith in God—unwittingly distanc¬ 
ing ourselves from his miracles. 

“Miracles,” Manglos notes sol¬ 
emnly, “are positively correlated 
with life satisfaction and partially 
protect against the negative effects 
of stress on life satisfaction.” 

Or as George Bailey could tell 
you, having an intact family—and 
experiencing miracles—make it a 
wonderful life.

In this great universe of ours man is a mere 
insect, an ant, in his intellect, as compared with the 
boundless world about him, as measured by the intel¬ 
ligence capable of grasping the whole of truth and 
knowledge.

Average retail gasoline prices in 
Kentucky have fallen 11.3 cents per 
gallon in the past week, averaging 
$2.29 per gallon Sunday, according to 
GasBuddy’s daily survey of 2,623 gas 
outlets in Kentucky. This compares 
with the national average that has 
decreased 10.8 cents per gallon in the 
past week to $2.42 per gallon. 

Gas prices in Dawson Springs Tues¬ 
day morning were $2.25 and $2.49 per 
gallon. 

Including the change in gas prices 
in Kentucky during the past week, 
prices Sunday were 93.2 cents per gal¬ 
lon lower than the same day one year 
ago and are 48.1 cents per gallon lower 
than a month ago. The national aver¬ 
age has decreased 41.1 cents per gallon 
during the past month and stands 80.4 
cents per gallon lower than this day 
one year ago. 

‘As Americans take to the road for 
Christmas travel, they’ve all been giv¬ 
en a gift that keeps on giving: falling 


gas prices. Americans are saving over 
$13 million an hour versus gas prices 
a year ago, adding up to over $315 
million every day Big declines were 
witnessed in Montana, Michigan, In¬ 
diana, Idaho and Ohio where average 
prices fell over 20 cents on average just 
in the last seven days, but everyone 
has been a winner,” said GasBuddy. 
com Senior Petroleum Analyst Patrick 
DeHaan. “Just in the last 24 hours, the 
national average has declined nearly 
7 cents per gallon, one of the largest 
single-day decreases ever. However, 
I’m worried the decline may soon be¬ 
gin slowing. Oil prices have held in 
the mid-$50s, and the concrete may be 
setting in. If it does, and oil prices fail 
to drop below $50 a barrel, gas prices 
likely won’t drop more than another 
10 to 20 cents per gallon. Either way, a 
sneak peek at our soon-to-be-released 
2015 gas price forecast reveals a yearly 
national average far lower than what 
we saw this year.”

Statewide Broadband Is Launched 


Attorney General Jack Conway and 
the Medicaid Fraud and Abuse Con¬ 
trol Unit have announced the indict¬ 
ment and arraignment of a Princeton 
woman on one count of knowing abuse 
or neglect of an adult. 

Ashley Burchett, 27, was indicted 
Oct. 17 by a Christian County grand 
jury. Burchett, who worked as a care¬ 
giver at Outwood, pleaded not guilty 
during her arraignment hearing Dec. 
10 in Christian Circuit Court. 

According to the indictment, on or 
about May 11, Burchett is alleged to 
have abused a nonverbal resident with 
severe mental disabilities by pushing 
him into his wheelchair when he tried 
to stand up. Burchett is also accused of 
striking the resident in the head with a

Over the past several months the 
state, in conjunction with the Center 
for Rural Development, released the 
request for proposal solicitation and 
negotiated with private sector vendors 
including Macquarie Capital. 

Macquarie Capital has assembled a 
team of market-leading specialists to 
design, develop and operate the net¬ 
work over the next 30 years. While the 
private sector partners will bear devel¬ 
opmental and operational risks of the 
project, the state will retain ownership 
of the network. 

Macquarie will begin work immedi¬ 
ately on phase one to design the over¬ 
all statewide system and determine 
the project’s scale. The design and cost 
estimates are due by the end of Febru¬ 
ary 2015 with construction of the first 
segments expected to begin in the sum¬ 
mer and completed by April 2016. The 
total cost of the project will depend 
upon the ability to leverage existing 
infrastructure versus deploying new 
routes, which will be determined dur¬ 
ing the design phase. Overall, the proj¬ 
ect is estimated to cost between $250 
million to $350 million, and will be 


supported by approximately $30 mil¬ 
lion in state bonds and $15 to $20 mil¬ 
lion in federal grants. 

Bringing private sector investment 
to build the network significantly 
decreases the time needed for design 
and construction, making broadband 
access available sooner for families 
and businesses. Finally, with the state’s 
oversight of the main broadband lines, 
consumer costs may be lowered by 
eliminating the need for private pro¬ 
viders to build duplicate network infra¬ 
structure; that means Internet service 
providers can instead invest in cell 
phone service or “last-mile” service. 

Kentucky ranks 46th in broadband 
availability and 23 percent of rural 
areas in Kentucky do not have access 
to broadband. 

Most households in the state have 
access to an Internet Service Provider 
(ISP), but that’s not the same as high¬ 
speed broadband. High-speed broad¬ 
band is capable of carrying much larg¬ 
er amounts of information to a larger 
group of users at much faster speeds. 

Today, only about half of the state’s 
households use broadband service, 
and nearly one-quarter can’t access 
broadband at all.

Mid-winter is great time to hunt rabbits

Outdoors enthusiasts of a certain age well remem¬ 
ber their grandfathers extolling the virtues of fried 
rabbit, declaring it superior to filet mignon and better 
than any restaurant meal you could buy 

Many hunters scratch around for something to get 
them afield during that dull period from Christmas 
until the first warm winds of spring. Grab a shotgun, 
don some brush pants, a hunter orange vest and walk 
an overgrown fencerow to jump a rabbit. 

“The rabbit population is still really good, we have 
a lot of rabbits in Kentucky,” said Ben Robinson, small 
game biologist for the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “Hunters should find good 
winter rabbit hunting across the state.” 

Mail carriers in rural areas help Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife by recording rabbits they see while driv¬ 
ing their daily mail routes. “Last year, we had our 
highest mail carrier survey since the early 1980s,” 
Robinson said. “They were down a little this year, but 
there are still plenty of rabbits.” 

Late December and January are great rabbit hunt¬ 
ing times. Robinson hunted rabbits this past week and 
did well, harvesting several. “Even if you don’t have a 
dog, you can still hunt rabbits successfully,” he said. 
“Kick around some cover and you can jump some rab¬ 
bits up.” 

Robinson and his hunting group had their best suc¬ 
cess in woody cover. “This cover grows more impor¬ 
tant for rabbits as the weather gets colder,” he 
explained. “We found our rabbits in blackberry thick¬ 
ets, in small creek drainages, along fencerows and in 
wood lots near fields.” 

He also said rabbit hunters without dogs must be 
quick on their feet. “You don’t have the set-up time 
that you do with dogs,” Robinson said. “When you get 
near the cover, be prepared for a quick shot.” 

Don’t give up on a rabbit if it bolts from thick cover 
and you don’t get a shot. “That rabbit is likely close 
by,” Robinson said. “Hunt the next decent cover you 
come across. A rabbit is not going to run farther than 
it has to. They hide quickly” 

Cedar thickets make excellent rabbit hunting spots 
on cold, windy days or when snow blankets the 
ground. Thick stands of young cedar offer a wind¬ 
break as well as hiding cover. Make sure to stop and 
wait periodically when hunting cedar thickets. “Being 
still makes them nervous and they will flush,” 
Robinson said. 

The Bluegrass Region and the mountains of east¬ 
ern Kentucky hold the highest rabbit densities, but 



choke is a good choice. Don’t over-choke your shotgun 
and damage the tasty rabbit meat. 

“You will be more successful hunting with dogs,” 
Robinson said. “A lot of dog owners are looking for 
someone to hunt with them. It is worth a try to ask to 
join them. If you have some access to land to hunt and 
they have dogs, you can make a partnership.” 

Rabbit season closes Jan. 31 in the Eastern Zone. 
The season closes Feb. 10 in all counties west of and 
including Hancock, Ohio, Butler, Warren and Allen. 
The daily bag limit is four rabbits. 

Robinson asks rabbit hunters to participate in the 
Hunter Cooperator Survey and fill out a hunting log. 
This log provides valuable population information to 
biologists so they can make more informed decisions 
regarding rabbit management. Participants receive a 
small gift and a copy of the annual survey Hunters 
can find printable hunting logs on the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife website at fwkygov. Click on the “Hunt” 
tab, then the “Game Species” tab.

Kentucky offers decent rabbit hunting. 

“Some of our smaller off-the-beaten-path wildlife 
management areas don’t get as much hunting pres¬ 
sure and have good populations of rabbits,” Robinson 
said, “especially those outside the Louisville, 
Lexington and northern Kentucky corridor.” 

Shotshells loaded with No. 6 shot make an excellent 
rabbit load. Most rabbit shots are fairly close when 
hunting without dogs in winter. An improved cylinder 
choke works fine. When hunting with dogs, a modified

To Your Good Health

Coumadin vs. Pradaxa 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I was put on 
Coumadin several years ago for atrial 
fibrillation. It was a perpetual pain in 
the butt, all those tests and never know¬ 
ing from day to day how much the blood 
had been changed from meal to meal. 
Both extremes were dangerous. I had 
two friends on Coumadin who were in 
remote areas when they fell, both hitting 
their head. Both died from brain hemor¬ 
rhage before they could be treated at a 
hospital. My doctor suggested Pradaxa, 
a more expensive product, but no test¬ 
ing required. From what I read, there 
is no more danger of internal bleed¬ 
ing from one than from the other, and 
apparently Coumadin can be reversed 
medically in an emergency room while 
Pradaxa cannot (true or false?). 

It would be helpful for you to explain 
the chemical/medical differences 
between the two drugs; how they work 
and why they work differently; and an 
opinion as to which is the safer to use, 
and why - C.L. 

ANSWER: Atrial fibrillation, the 
chaotic beating of the upper part of 
the heart, puts people at higher risk 
for blood clots, and is one of the most 
common reasons to prescribe warfarin 
(Coumadin). Warfarin really did start 
off as rat poison, but, like many drugs, 
it’s useful as a medicine in small doses 
even if it is potentially deadly in high 
doses. It has been in use for 60 years. 

Unfortunately, it is ineffective if you 
don’t give enough and can cause seri¬ 
ous bleeding if too much is given, as 
happened to your friends. The INR 
blood test (international normalized 
ratio) is used to determine the correct 
dose, and the usual desired range is 2-3, 
although people with mechanical heart 
valves need a slightly higher dose, 2.5- 
3.5. Blood testing needs to be done at 
least every few weeks, and much more 
often when just starting and in people 


whose levels go up and down. 

Since warfarin works by blocking 
vitamin K, people on warfarin need 
to have a consistent vitamin K intake, 
which is mostly found in green, leafy 
vegetables. Vitamin K will reverse the 
effects of warfarin in half a day or 
so, but blood products can be used to 
immediately reverse the effect. 

Dabigatran (Pradaxa) is a new medi¬ 
cation that works by directly blocking 
thrombin, a key protein in making 
clots. Dabigatran should not be given 
to people with poor kidney function 
or disease of heart valves. There is no 
way to reverse its effects. 

Studies comparing warfarin and dabi¬ 
gatran have shown similar rates of effec¬ 
tiveness and a slightly lower risk of brain 
hemorrhage with dabigatran. Some stud¬ 
ies show a slightly higher risk of heart 
attack in people taking dabigatran. 

In my opinion, both are reasonable 
choices. Pradaxa may be more conve¬ 
nient since it doesn’t require testing 
and appears to be about as effective, 
and with a lower risk of brain hemor¬ 
rhage. However, there is no antidote, 
and it needs to be taken twice daily.

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Crittenden Co. Inmate Returns 
$1,220 Cash Found On Job 


From the Crittenden Press 


Twentieth century 
novelist C.S. Lewis once 
explained that “integrity 
is doing the right thing, 
even when no one is 
watching.” 

Would you venture 
to imagine a convicted 
criminal obedient to 
such values? 

Take note of what 
one Crittenden County 
Detention Center inmate 
did when he found $1,200 
cash hopelessly lost at 
the courthouse where he 
was cleaning during a 
work release program a 
few days ago. 

When 29-year-old 
inmate Cory Leiras of 
Louisville happened 
across the cash in an 
unsealed envelope, it 
might have been fairly 
easy to have stuck it 
away, buried the money 
out back under a shrub 
and retrieved it months 
later upon his release 
from the jail. 

Instead, the man 
dressed in an orange 
jumpsuit handed over 
the money to a clerk in 
one of the courthouse 
offices, reporting where 
and how he’d found it. 

A short time later, an 
elderly man appeared at 
the courthouse looking 
for an envelope he’d mis¬ 
placed while coming to 
pay his property taxes. 

“The gentleman was 
so grateful that he came 
straight over here to the 
jail and put $50 on the 
inmate’s account,” said 
newly-elected Jailer Rob¬ 
bie Kirk. 

Inmates have cash 
accounts to which they 
can charge purchases 
from the jail canteen for 
personal hygiene prod¬ 


ucts, snacks and drinks. 

This story could have 
easily ended there with 
a good deed adequately 
rewarded, but it didn’t. 

Deputy Jailer Lt. Athe¬ 
na Abshire went into 
her files searching for 
an official form to make 
this incident part of 
the inmate’s permanent 
record. Oddly, there was 
scant information in the 
corrections handbook 
about ways to record 
good deeds. There were 
plenty of options for bad 
behavior, she said. 

Undaunted, Abshire 
completed what is known 
in the jail business as an 
Extraordinary Incident 
Report. Such a document 
is designed for negative 
issues with regard to 
inmates, but she altered 
it a bit to make sure 
Leiras was rightfully 
acknowledged for his 
action. 

Abshire is the Class D 
coordinator for the jail. 
She is largely responsi¬ 
ble for the inmates who 
are housed in Marion 
from elsewhere in Ken¬ 
tucky At any given time, 
the Class D population at 
the detention center is 
about 80 percent or more 
of the total occupants. 

“This is a major inci¬ 
dent, but it’s a positive 
one,” Abshire said. 
“Sure, it’s slightly dif¬ 
ferent, but he deserved 
some recognition for 
what he did.” 

Once the Kentucky 
Department of Cor¬ 
rections reviewed the 
report, Leiras was noti¬ 
fied that two months 
had been stricken from 
the end of his sentence. 
Serving time for receiv¬ 
ing stolen property, Lei¬ 
ras says he will be up for 


probation soon and hopes 
this incident will weigh 
heavily on the minds 
of the parole board. He 
said the commuting of 
60 days from his sentence 
was unexpected. 

“It’s been a nice bless¬ 
ing,” he said. “It was 
not expected. I didn’t 
even know that could be 
done.” 

Kirk said this story 
is certainly not normal, 
and that it was worth 
telling because it does 
reflect well upon the sys¬ 
tem that aims to reform 
criminals. 

“It shows that our 
Class D coordinator is 
doing a good job of select¬ 
ing the inmates who are 
allowed to participate 
in the work release pro¬ 
gram,” Kirk said. “And 
it shows that this man 
was trustworthy enough 
to do the right thing.”
